were crush ed between th e Russians 
and th e American First Army , mak­ 
ing th at sector th e first in Germany 
to be cleared and comp letely con­ 
quered. Enough to say , th e Timber- 
wolv es h ad th eir teeth sh arp ened on 
th e Germans, and now after fur­ 
lough s in th e States, th ey will re­ 
ceiv e training to p rep are th em for 
furth er battles in th e Pacific against 
th e Jap s. 
Ray mond was h orn in Stonewall 
County , Jan. 22, 19 22, graduated 
from th e Hitson sch ool in 19 40, and 
farmed before enlisting in th e Army 
Nov . 26, 19 42. He trained at Camp 
Adair, Ore., and Camp Carson, Colo, 
and went ov erseas in Sep t. 19 44, 
landing in France. Member of a field 
artillery battalion, h e was wounded 
in h is righ t h and on Dec. 11, 19 44.

Farming From the Air Goes 
Over Big in Carry ing 
On Da y 's Chores. 


OKLAHOMA 
CITY. - A 
fly ing 
“ puddle-jumper” that a farmer put 
together from 
a n automobile motor, 
odd pieces of farm machinery , and 
a few mail order parts began an 
Oklahoma trend in agricultural av i­ 
ation that soon m ay be felt through­ 
out the nation. 
Henry Bomhoff, Calumet wheat 
farmer, decided in 1935 that ev en if 
the depression had left him without 
the price of an airplane he could 
scrape together enough parts to 
build his own machine. 
Today nearly 40 Oklahoma men 
and women use airplanes regtilarly 
in their farming operations. 
They 
founded the nation’s first chapter of 
fly ing farmers, 
with BomhofT as 
President. 
The fliers scoffed at the idea that 
city folk will be q uicker to adapt 
the fly ing machine to postwar liv ­ 
ing. 
They ’v e already found the airplane 
a “m ust” piece of farm eq uipment 
—inv aluable in ev ery phase of agri­ 
culture from inspecting fences and 
locating stray cattle to killing coy ­ 
otes and m arketing the produce. 
They ’re already one up on the city 
owner, for wheat fields and pastures 
make 
ideal 
landing 
strips, 
and 
there’s nothing wrong with using a 
hay barn for a hangar. 
As dean of aerial agriculture in 
Oklahoma, Bomhoff ty pifies the de­ 
v elopment of this phase of farming. 
He flew that first homemade plane 
for five y ears after he pieced it to­ 
gether out back of his farm house. 
Tells of First Flight. 
“I’d nev er had any fly ing instruc­ 
tions but the day my little puddle- 
jumper was finished I climbed in at 
once to test the motor and practice 
tax iing around the wheat field,” Hen­ 
ry recalled to the Chicago Tribune. 
“ The first thing I knew the tail 
of the plane was off the ground— 
then the whole thing took off. There 
I was in the air without any idea of 
how to get back on the ground. 
“I narrowly missed the fence as 
I eased ov er into a neighboring field 
and somehow managed to land. 
“I pinched my self and discov ered 
I was still aliv e, so I climbed back 
into the cockpit and spent the after­ 
noon learning to fly .” 
Today Henry flies two factory -built 
ships. He has logged more than 3,000 
hours as a pilot and is a licensed 
instructor. 
He has his own regis­ 
tered airport and a 12-plane hangar 
filled with ships owned by neigh­ 
bors he taught to fly . 
At least 10 farm boy s who took 
their first lessons in Henry ’s “ pud­ 
dle-jumper 
are army pilots 
now 
dropping bombs on Germany . 
The entire Bomhoff family flies. 
The children, from the ninc-y ear-old 
daughter up, hav e learned to han­ 
dle the controls.

Henry believ es the airplane is as 
essential as an automobile in work­ 
ing his 320 acres of wheat and cat­ 
tle land. 
“ If I had to let one of them go, 
I’m afraid it would be the car,” he 
said. 
The 
rest of Oklahoma’s fly ing 
farm ers hav e likewise found the air­ 
plane a v ital cog in food production. 
Use of planes in seeding crops and 
apply ing insect poison is still in the 
ex perimental stage and ordinarily 
req uires especially adapted planes, 
but Oklahoma farm ers are planning 
now to get these practices estab­ 
lished as soon as they can. 
Impassable roads in bad weather 
no longer guarantee the children of 
Oklahoma’s fly ing agriculturists an 
unscheduled holiday from school. 
Dad or mom can roll the airplane 
out of the barn and fly the y oung­ 
sters there.

Servicemen’ s Wi ves 


Eight hundred fifty thousand wiv­ 
es and infants of servicemen have 
received care or are receiving care 
under the Emergency Maternity and 
Infant-care Program, the Children’s 
Bureau of the U. S. Department of 
Labor 
announced. 
In 
May 
alone, 
44,000 new cases were authorized 
for care. T hr o u g h this program, 
w hi c h is administered 
by State 
Health Departments, under plans ap­ 
proved by the 
Children’s Bureau, 
complete maternity care, including 
medical and hospital service, is pro­ 
vided for wives of servicemen, and 
medical and hospital care is avail­ 
able for their infants until they are 
one year of age. 
This care is provided for the wives 
and infants of enlisted men without 
cost to the men or their families and 
without regard to their financial sta­ 
tus. Those eligible are wives and in­ 
fants of men in the four lowest pay 
grades of the Army, Navy, Coast 
Guard, and Marine Corps and of 
Army and 
Navy Aviation 
Cadets. 
Care is authorized without regard to 
race or place of residence. Applica­ 
tion 
for this 
care can 
be 
made 
through the physician accepting the 
case or through state or local health 
offices. Inquiries should he addressed 
to State Departments of Health.

There is one body, and one Spirit, even as ye are called in 
one hope of your calling; om* Lord, one faith, one baptism, one 
God and Father of all, who is abovevall, and through all, and in you 
all.” 
(Eph. 4:1-6) 


In the two previous articles under this heading, 
w e have con­ 
sidered the one God, the one Lord, the one Spirit and the one 
faith. In thi< one, we wish to study what Paul meant by the one 
baptism. 


The one baptism is the baptism of the Great Commission: 
“Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of th 
Son, and of th> Holy Ghost.” “ Go 
ye into all the world, and preach the gospel to every creature. He 
that believeth and is baptized shall be saved.” (Matt. 28:19 ; Mark 
16:15, 16.) 
T hi s baptism 
is in the name of Christ, for the remis­ 
sion of sins. “Repent, and be bapptized every one of you in the 
name of Jesus Christ for the remission of sins, and y 
shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost.” (Acts 2:38) This baptism is a burial 
into the death of Christ and a resurrection to walk in the newness 
of life. “ What shall we say then? Shall we continue in sin, that 
grace may abound? God forbid. How .shall we, that are dead to 
sin, live any longer therein? Kniow ye not, that so many of us as 
were baptized into Jesus Christ wen. 
baptized into his death? 
Therefore w*e are buried with him by baptism into death; that lik e 
as Christ was raised up from the dead by the glory of the Father, 
even so we also should walk in newness of life.” (Rk >m. 6:1-4) 
This baptism also puts one into Christ. 
“For ye are all the chil­ 
dren of God by faith in Christ Jesus. For as many of ytou as have 
been baptized into Christ have put on Christ.” (Gal. 3:26-27) The 
one baptism is the bath of baptism of Eph. 5:26. He hath saved 
us “ with the washing of water by the word.” This word washing 
is from the word loutron, and is defined by the Greek lexicons as 
being the bath of Christian baptism. 
The apostle Paul said that 
it is the washing of water by the word. It was in this same book 
where he said there i- one such washing or baptism, So the one 
baptism is the baptism of the Gr at Commission, in the name of 
Christ for the remission of sins, and is a burial into Christ with a 
resurrection to a new life, and is to put on Christ, and it is the 
washing of water or water baptism. Thi> interpretation in no ins­ 
tance is mine. It is that of 11«»1 y Writ. If all believers would ac­ 
cept the one God, the one Lord, the one Spirit by the one Father 
through the one bhptism into the one body to have the one hope, 
it would be possible to have a unified Christianity. 


Next w’tek we shall conclude this series on the divine sep­ 
tuple by considering the one body and the one hope of the above 
passage.
